The farmer is not dead 
yet. Neither is he on the road. 
He is still on the job, in possession 
of his farm, with stock and equip- 
ment and seed grain, and in these 
spring duys he is hustling to put 
in another erop while. he-tries -to 
forget what happened to him Jast 
year, The Western country is 
not down and out, as there is some 
danger of Mr. H. W. Wood lead- 
ing Parliament and the Eastern 
vxecople to suppose, It is only 
itself after a year of hard usage, 


" } taking stock of the changes in the

landscape, writing off its losses, 
and starting in to produce an- 
other crop with knowledge of new 
conditions and hopes of a better 
outcome. 

When all is said and done, the 
farming business in Western Can- 
ada got no such wallop from the 
hard hand of deflation as landed 
on the farmers of the famous cen- 
tral states to the south. We did 
not have in this country anything 
resembling the land price boom 
which swept that country from 
Dakota to the cotton belt and 
from the Rockies to the Alleghan- 
ies, in the years following the 
war. Throughout that vast basin 
of the Mississippi farm land sold 
and re-sold in the post-war years 
at prices which doubled and 
tripled.. Three, four, five hun- 


’ dred dollars per acre became 


a. 


common prices through the corn 
belt, and these figures indicate 
quite fairly the annual jumps in 
the price of land fron the close of 
the war until the fall of 1920. 
Those were the happy days for 
the farmer in the middle states 
who got tired working and want- 
ed to retire and live on the inter- 
est of his mortgages. But they 
were not good days for the farm- 
ing business, nor for those who 
are now in the business, The 
gross result of the epidemie of 
speculation was that the farms in 
the great central valley are now 
carpeted three deep in mortgages, 
each representing an ddvance of 
anything from fifty to a hundred 
dollars per acre over the previous 
selling price, and each drawing 
interest days, nights, Sundays and 
holidays. 

Navusaily when ihe price of 
corn dropped, a good many other 
things also happened in that re- 
gion. The last buyer of a corn 
belt farm woke up to discover 
that he couldn't pay interest on 
five hundred dollar an acre land 
with corn, when it paid him bet- 
ter to burn corn than to sell it and 
buy coal. What happened to the 
banks in North Dakota, and the 
refusal of the Kansas farmers to 


market their crop because the 
proceeds would not pay their 
bills, illustrates what has been 


and is still going on all over the 
famed central valley.» The men 
on the land are being put off, the 
men who formerly owned it are 
taking what they can get, and the 
country generally is in process of 


spectacular farm land boom the 
continent has yet seen. 

The fall in the price of wheat 
and other Westeru ucts has 
not produced in the farming situ- 
ation here anything remotely re- 


sembling the conditions from | 


which our neighbors are trying to 
extricate themselves. Western 

farmers, whatever their 
| difficulties, are not faced with the 
‘choice of trying to pay three or 
four times what their land 


they have already invested and 
walking off their places bank- 
lrupt. Because they operate on 
jcheaper land their 
‘charges are lower, whether these 
|consist of interest due them on 
intrest due to others on mortgages 
they have incurred. 
That difference 
itself to dispel gloom and arouse 
confidence among Western far- 
mers and Western people general- 
jy. Our farmers are suffering 
from the recollections and the 
resulta of an unsatisfactory year’s 
operations; but that is the last 
}and the least of the troubles of 
|their contemporaries across the 
line. If the farmers in the 
middle states had nothing more 
serious than that to worry about 
there would be no agricultural 
‘*bloc’’ at Washington, no ‘‘emer- 
cy’’ tariff, and the farming 
wsiness from the border to the 
Gulf would not be in bankruptcy.
